Norfolk, Va., December 6,—President 
Cleveland, aceompanied by Secretary of 
War Daniel 8. Lamont, Commander Wil- 
der and Dr, Bryant, arrived here on the 
lighthouse. tender Maple this morning at 
8:15 o’clock and at the buoy yard were 
transferred to the Violet, which started at 
once for the ducking grounds of North 
Carolina, arriving eff Currituck light late 
this afternoon, where the Violet will re- 
main over night, proceeding tomorrow to 
Hatteras, where, according to reports re- 
ceived tonight, thousands of ducks are 
waiting to be slaughtered. At Cape chan- 
nel, near Hatteras, ‘“‘biinds” have been 
provided for four people and in one of 
these blinds the president will secrete him- 
self early Monday morning and wai: for 
the game. The presidential party will not 
reach Hatteras before tomorrow night 
and Sunday will be devoted to rest and 
preparation for Momday’s shoot. The Maple 
last night anchored in Chesapeake bay for 
a while, as all traveiing will be done by 
daylight.

Revenue Cutter Wiiona Captured a 
Lot of Arms and Amunition. 
Key West, Fla., December 6.—The reve- 
mue cutter Winona, Captain Abbey, left 
here Tuesday afternoon last under orders 
of the collector of customs to visit Cape 
Sable, as it had been reported that a 
large party of Cubans were camped there 
waiting an opportunity to go over to 

Cuba. 

She returned this afternoon about 1 
o'clock, having captured several thousand 
rounds of ammunition, several hundred 
rifles and machetes, a large quantity of 
dynamite, fuses and other supplies of a 
military character. At the camp were three 
unknown men and a young man by the 
name of Domingo Fernandez, who was 
badly crippled, his feet being terribly lac- 
erated and swollen.

San Francisco, December 6.—After one

ITS CONTENTS STILL UNKNOWN 


Climax May Not Be Reachefl for Many 
Weeks. 


WHAT A WELL KNOWN SENATOR SAYS 


Our Warships Are Just Now Near the 
Caribbees—Democrats Are 
Fighting Each Other, 


Washington, December 6.—(Special.)—The 
dispute between the United States and 
England over the Venezuelan boundary 
may not reach a climax for several weeks. 
Salisbury’s letter arrived today and was 
handed to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the Brit- 
ish minister. 

Sir Julian sent a special messenger to 
New York to meet the Britannia and bring 
the letter. Just how long Sir Julian will hold 
it before submitting it to the stute depart- 
ment no one knows, It was rumored to- 
night that he would hand it to Secretary. Ol- 
ney in the morning. 

It may be a few days or a few weeks. 
It is presumed, however, that he will con- 
Sume several days in preparing his letter 
incorporating Salisbury’s to be submitted 
to the state department. Then the depart- 
ment must hold it until Mr. Cleveland re- 
turns from his duck shooting trip. Secre- 
tary Olney would hardly act without con- 
sulting with the president, who is ex- 
pected to return the latter part of next 
week. Then the answer, with a special 
message bearing upon the subject, will 
probably be submitted to congress. 

In Washington just now this is the chief 
topic of discussion. The situation is re- 
garded as of a critical nature. The aver- 
age congressman has his war paint on. He 
is hurrahing for the enforcement of the 
Monroe doctrine to the letter and is more 
than anxious to knock the chip from John 
Bull’s shoulder. 

England has for years been encroaching 
all around our preserves, and the average 
citizen is convinced that it is time to cdll 
@ halt and to call it,in tones that mean it. 

There Will Be No Faltering. 

A prominent senator, in talking about 
the matter today, said that he had dis- 
cussed it with cabinet officers and briefly 
with the president. He was convinced 
that if England had encroached upon Ven- 
ezuelan territory and refused to arbitrate, 
the president would recommend prompt 
and decisive action on the part of con- 
gress. The administration, he said, would 
not falter in carrying out the expressed 
wish of congress in the matter to the very 
end. 


If Venezuela should call upon us for aid. 


he said we would send our most 
formidable fleet to South Ameriéan waters. 
Our Warships Are Convenient. 

As a@ Matter of fact the north Atlantic 
squadron, consisting of the New York, Co- 
lumbia, Raleigh, Montgomery, Amphritrite 
and Cincinnati, have been ordered to pro- 
ceed to the’ Carribean for a winter cruise 
and practice. It has been ordered, however, 
to keep out of Venezuelan and Cuban 
waters. But it is sent to be near in case 
of need. It will perhaps be several wéeks 
before the true situation develops, but at 


present affairs seem to be taking a serious 
turn. 


Democrats Fighting Each Other. 

Although the democrats have less than a 
third of the house membership, they are 
already fighting among themselves. Mr. 
Bailey, of Texas, is leading a fight against 
General Catchings, of ‘Mississippi, to pre- 
vent the latter being appointed as one of 
the democrats on the committee on rules. 
Mr. Bailey has some following in his fight, 
caused by opposition on financial views and 
for personal reasons.

SAID PASHA IS UNDER ENGLISH 
PROTECTION NOW. 


He Didn’t Want To Accept Any Office. 
Sir Philip Currie Will Not Sur- 
render Him. : 


London, December 6.—The Chronicle will 
tomorrow publish a dispatch from Paris 
stating that a dispatch received in that 
city from Constantinople states that sailors 
from the guardships Cockatrice and Imo- 
gene have been landed to protect the 
British embassy. 

Sir Philip Currie Refused. 

Constantinople, December 6.—The porte 
has made a demand upon the British em- 
bassy for the surrender of Said Pasha, 
president of the council of state and for- 
merly grand vizier, who has taken refuge 
in the embassy because he feared arrest, 
if nothing worse, if he complied with the 
sultan’s @ommand that he reside in the 
palace. The demand has been refused by 
Sir Philip Currie, British ambassador, and 
Pasha is still under the protection of the 
embassy. 

Ran Away from Office. 

London, December 6.—The Times corre- 
spondent in Constantinople telegraphs that 
the reason for Said Pasha’s flight after 
refusing the sultan’s invitation to reside 
in the Yidiz palace was that he received 
a peremptory order to take up his resi- 
dence there and was privately informed 
that the order would be backed by force. 
Said cleverly managed to avoid the spies 
around his residence, and reached the em- 
bassy in a hack. When he refused to again

The Attorney General Reviews the Work 


of the Last Fiscal Year. 
HE SPEAKS OF MANY THINGS 


Says the Growing Abuse of the Writ 


of Habeas Corpus 


SHOULD BE CORRECTED AT ONCE 


Asks for Some Direction as to the 
Prosecution of the Bell Tele-, 
phone Case. 


Washington, December 6.—The maiden re- 
port of Judson Harmon, as attorney §2n- 
eral, containing a review of the operatios's 
of the department of justice for the last 
fiscal year wus laid before congress today. 
It treats at length of the business of the 
supreme court of the United States and 
recommends that except in capital cases 
appeals in criminal matters should not be 
taken to the supreme court. To accoin- 
plish this resuli he recommends an amend- 
ment of the law so as to exclude the words 
“other infamous crimes’ from the cases 
subject to appeal to the highest tribunal 
and to remit minor cases to the courts of 
appeal. He points out that the words “‘in- 
fumous crimes’ have been given a very 
broad interpretation. Thea definition, he 
Says, includes all offenses which may be 
punished by in:prisonment at hard labol, 
or for more tnan*one year without hard 
labor, whether they are actually so pun- 
ished or not. If such punishment might 
have been inflicted the case may be taken 
to the supreme court,. even if the culprit 
has escaped with a mere fire. That high 
tribunal cf nine judges is frequently re- 
quirea to review convictions of such of- 
fenses as passing $50 of counterfeit money, 
charging over $25 for legal assistance to a 
pensioner and unlawfully cutting timber. 

Another recommendation called out by 
recent dilatory proceedings in the case of 
Dr. Buchanan, the New York wife poisoner, 
and in a number of other notable murder 
cases, is as follows: 

“A growing abuse of the writ of habeas 
corpus should be corrected which is wast- 
ing the time of the supreme court and 
bringing discredit on the administration of 
justice. Proceedings in state courts alc 
absolutely stayed by section 766, Revised 
Statutes, pending appeals to the supreme 
court from action of the circuit courts on 
writs of habeas corpus which may be taken 
out as of right. By suing out successive 
writs and prosecuting appeals to the su- 
preme court persons convicted in siate 
courts have succeeded in securing repeated 
deleys of execution. There is no limit to 
this process so long as prisoners are able 
to employ counsel. I respectfully suggest, 


es a cure for this evil, that the afowance 


of a stay by the supreme court or a judge 
thereof bo required, at least on all appeals 
after the first.’’ 

The attorney general adds: 

“If the supreme court were relieved as 
above suggested its jurisdiction over cases 


arising under the revenue laws might and

now no right to review by that court any 
decision construing a tariff or internal 
revenue law, although millions of dollars 
may be directly or indirectly involved. A 
provision for appeals and writs of 
error from the circuit courts of appeals 
in these cases, similar to that 
contained in section 707 of the revised 
statutes, with respect to appeals: from the 
court of claims, would be highly beneficial 
to the government.” 

Referring to the ‘“‘Greer county,’’ Texas. 
boundary case now in the supreme court, 
Mr. Harmon states: 

“The controversy depends on the meaning 
of the treaty of 1819 between Spain and the 
United States fixing the boundary line be- 
tween the two countries, which treaty was 
in turn adopted by the United States with 
Mexico and Texas. The treaty describes 
the line as running up Red river to the 
one hundredth meridian. Texas claims 
that when the forks of the river are reach- 
éd the line should follow the nurth branch. 

“In spite of proclamations by President 
Arthur in June, 1884, and by President 
Cleveland in December, 1887, Texas has en- 


couraged settlements in this territory and | 


if the decision shdH be in favor of the 
United States the question will arise wheth- 
er congress should wholly disregard the 
claims of settlers, as it will have an 
undoubted right to do, or provide legisia- 
tion by which they may be ‘protected upon 
making reasonable payment for the land 
occupied.’’ 

The attorney general asks congress to di- 
rect him what to do in the Bell telephone 
litigation. The expense of this case, he 
says, is very heavy. It will take six months 
to prepare rebuttal testrmony. He favors 
continuing the case to a final decision pro- 
vided the expenses can be met, and says: 

“If the people have been deprived of 
their natural rights by the improper issue 
of a patent, as the government avers, it 
would not be a proper course on its part 
to discontinue litigation which has prob- 
ably been purposely protracted until the 
patents have expired, but such litigation 
should be persisted in to establish finally 
for the sake of future action wun its part, 
its right to sue to annual patents.” 


MOBILE HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS 


Bids Have Been Asked for Wharf, 
Bridge and Beacons. 

Washington, December 6.—The treasury 
department has taken active steps to com- 
mence the improvement of_the Mobile,Ala., 
harbor. The lighthouse board, which has 
immediate charge of this extejsive work, 
has: given the subject much consideration 
and has finally formulated a plan and 
asked for bids for carrying out the work. 
The appropriation for the work is $60,000. 

The plan, as outlined by the lighthouse 
board, segregates the work for which bids 
have been asked as follows: First, the 
metal work for a permanent wharf and 
bridge, beacons, lantern posts, storehouse 
and dwellings; second, construction and 
erection of permanent wharf and bridge; 
third, construction and erection of tempo- 
rary wharf and bridge; fourth, erection of 
beacons, lantern posts and lamphouses; 
fifth, construction and erection of store- 
house; sixth, construction and erection of 
dwelling house; seventh, furnishing and 
erecting a gas plant, and eighth, furnish- 
ing a steam tugboat for attending the 
lights. 

The bids for this work will be opened 
here on January 2, 1896, and the work 
begin as soon thereafter as possibile. Cap- 
tain Mellis, engineer secretary, who has 
immediate charge of the work, says it 
will be pushed, when once begun, with all 
dispatch con stent with enduring and

YESTERDAY IN THE HOUSE. 


RESOLUTIONS REGARDING THE. 


ARMENIANS INTRODUCED. 
Mr. Turner, of Georgia, Objected to 
Them as They Now Stand. 
Other Matters. 


Weshirgton, December 6.—The new print- 
ing law was the occasion of a recession by 
the house today of its action on Tuesday 
with regard to the president's message. Mr. 
Payne, republican, of New York, stated 
that when the message was read he had 
moved that there be printed 6,000 copies for 
the use of the house. He had since learned 
that the new printing law provided for the 
printing of 10,000 copies for the house. His 
motion, therefore, was unnecessary and he 
moved that the vote by which it was adopt- 
ed be reconsidered. Agreed to. 

Speaker Reed announced the appoint- 
ment of the following committee on mile- 
age: Messrs. A. B. Wright, of Massachu- 
setts, chairman; J. B. Barham, of Califor- 
nia; Orlando Burrell, of lllinois, and George 
C. Pendleton, democrat, of Texas. 

Various executive documents and reports 
from officers were laid before the house by 
Speaker Reed and appropriately referred. 

Mr. Baker, republican, of New Hamp- 
shire, offered a resolution asking considera- 
tion therefor, calling upon the secretary of 
agriculture to report to the house his ac- 
tion in regard to.the expenditure of the 
appropriation made in the agricultural act 
for purchase and distribution of seeds and 
the printing and publication of farmers’ 
bulletins. 

The resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on agriculture when appointed. 

Mr. Walker, republican, of Massachu- 
setts, asked permission to have read a res- 
olution to be printed in The Record, This 
occasioned a colloquy between Mr. Crisp 
and the speaker over a question of pro- 
cedure. Mr. Crisp said that such requests 
would constantly be made and asked the 
speaker whether or not the reading of the 
resolution or whatever the document was, 
would insure it a place in The Record, af- 
ter objection had been made to its con- 
sideration. 

The gpeaker replied that circumstances 
would have to determine the matter. In 
gome cases the printing of the document 
might be necessary to explain the action of 
the house. In this case, us the request was 
for reading and printing, an objection 
would keep it out of The Record. 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas, There are many naturalized 
American citizens of Armenian birth now 
residing in the United States, and 

‘“‘Whereas, The Turkish government con- 
tinues unjustly and forcibly to collect per- 
‘gonal taxes of guch naturalized American 
citizens by oppressing their relatives, and 

“Whereas, The Turkish government 

permits such naturalized American 
ioe a re-enter its territory, to visit 
their families, nor on the other hand, al- 


lows these families to come to this country, 
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“Whereas, Such wives ang children’ hav-" 


ing the rights of Américan citizens by. vir- 
tue of the naturalization of the nead of the 
family, have been and are exposed to out- 
rage and destruction in the cities which 
have lately been given over to massacre 
and plunder, therefore, 

‘Resolved, That the people of the United 
States, through their representatives in 
congress assembled, hereby express their 
deepest abhorrence and condemnation of the 
outrages thus committed on their Amerti- 
ean fellow citizens, as well as on the other 
Christian gubjects of Turkey. 

“Resolved further, That this house, com- 
posed of the immediate representatives of 
the people, pledge its hearty support to the 
executive branch of the government in every 
measure justified by international law and 
a common humanity to vindicate the rights 
of our fellow citizens and of their families 
in Turkey, and to hinder and prevent as 
far as practicable the continuance of the 
outrages and massacres in that land.” 

Mr. Turner, %f Georgia, expressed the 
opinion that such a resolution should not be 
presented to the house in its present condi- 
tion, and he thenefore objected. 

On motion of Mr. Cannon, republican, of 
Illinois, the house at 12:30 adjourned until 
Monday next.

A Most Lovable Woman, Admired for 
Her Tender Charities—The Bur- 
ial in Savannah. 


The death of Mrs. Henry 8S. Haines, wife 
of the commissioner of the Southern 
Freight Association, which occurred sud- 
denly in this city night before last at the 
residence of the Misses Huard, on Peach- 
tree street, will cause a shock of grief to 
numerous friends throughout the south. 

The cause of Mrs. Haines’s death was 
heart disease and there was a suddenness 
about it frightful to contemplate, She had 
gone to sleep a few hours before in the 
best of health apparently, and certainly in 
the best of spirits. Only the afternoon be- 
fore her death she had been out walking 
and met a young lady friend from Savan- 
nah, her old home, and invited her to call 
to see her yesterday morning, and when the 
young lady called she was conducted to 
the bier of her departed friend in utter 
amazement and grief, to find her otherwise 
than the buoyant, happy-hearted woman 
she had left her so late the afternoon just 
previous. 

It was late in the night that Mrs. Haines 
awakened with some slight ill feeling. She 
did not think seriously of it at the moment, 
but presently waked her husband, Colonel 
Haines, and told him she had a pain in her 
side. It was but a few minutes later that 
she became alarmed and asked him to run 
for a physician. Colonel Haines went for 
the nearest doctor and was back at the 
house in fifteen minutes to find his wife un- 
conscious. She remained in this condition 
only a few minutes before life was entirely 
extinguished. 

It was indeed sorrowful. Mrs. Haines 
had seemingly been in unusual good health 
the past few weeks, She has been residing 
in Atlanta most of the time since her dis- 
tinguishd husband was elected commission- 
er of the Southern States Freight Associa- 
tion, two months ago, with headquarters in 
this city. Their former home was Savan- 
nah, 

Mrs. Haines was Misss Elizabeth Owens 
prior to her marriage to Colonel Henry 3.

She had no sis- 
ters and only one brother, Colonel Charles 
D. Owens, who is now vice president and 
general manager of the Atlan- 
tic and Danville railroad. 

Resides the sorrowing husband. Mrs. 
Haines leaves three children in her imme- 
diate family to mourn her death. They are 
Mr. Charles Haines, who is superintendent 
of the Atlantic and Danville railroad; Mr. 
Arthur Haines, a young man just out of 
college, who was until yesterday in Atlanta 
visiting his parents, and Miss Mary Haines, 
a bright and beautiful young lady just out 
of school.

~ FOR SOUTHERN TRADE. — 


Meeting of Prominent Men in Chica- 
go Last Night. 

Chicago, December. 6.—Southern hospital 
ity, southern resources and southern pros- 
pects occupied the whole time of the 
speakers at the banquet of the Chicago 
Freight Bureau tonight. Incidentally the 
Chicago Southern States Cotten exposition 
received a big boom and southern railroads 
a scathing arraignment for discriminating 
egainst Chicago in its endeavor to increase 
its business facilities with the merchants of 
Dixie. The gathering was a representative 
one. Many eof the leading merchants and 
business men of Chicago were present and 
enthusiastic feeling as to the south was 
abundant. President S&iliott Durand was” 
the first speaker. In calling the meeting 
to order he said its purpose was to ad- 
vance the cause of better business and 
more of it with the great country beyond 
Mason and Dixon’s line. “I believe,” said 
Mr. Dvrand, “it is in the power of the 
Chicago Freight Bureau to lead the north- 
west to victory and turn the balance ot 
the southern tpade, amounting to many 
millions, to our city and her northern 
neighbors, bringing from the south in re- 
turn her cotton, her fruits and her sugar. 
Only one thing prevents our seeing a bat- 
tery of sugar mills and cotton manufacto- 
ries on the prairies about Chicago, aided 
by cheap fuel and a superabundance of 
provisions, and that one thing is transpor- 
tation.”’ 

Mr. Durand argued that there was but 
cne Way possibile tu secure proper trans- 
portation facilities and that was to build 
& railrvad to the south from Chicago. He 
contended that such a railroad wouid be a 
paying investment. 

Colonel Turner Speaks. 

At the conciusion of nis speech he intro- 
duced Colonel Henry Turner, who cun- 
ducted the First regiment, lllinois National 
Guard, through the south. Colonel Turner 
spoke in glowing terms cf the people and 
pcesibilities of the land from which he has 
but recently returned. He said in part: 

“I am here very much in the capacity 
of a scout who has been sent out to find 
out all he could and then come back and 
tell it. I saw in the south not a land over- 
flowing with milk and honey, but a land, 
nevertheless, rich already in reality and 
still richer in resources and possibilities. 
Atlanta has shown what one city can do. 
They have put up a $3,000,000 fair there 
and have paid for it without going outside 
of their own city to do it. They are anx- 
ious to build a new country down there, 
and while they have money of their own, 
they want the north to help them, They 
do not come seeking charity, but they say 
to the north and the west: ‘You come 
down here and we'll give you back dollar 
tor dollar.’ ” , 

Chicago, said Colonel Turner, won the 
hearts of the south when her First regi- 
ment Was down there. Charleston he men- 
tioned as having been especiaily kind, 

N. G. Igiehart, commissioner of the 
freight bureau, followed Colonel Turner. 
jie also spcke at leagth of the discrimina- 
tion practiced by the railroads. 

“A fair proportion,” said he, ‘‘of the trade 
of nine great states comprising 12,500,900 
people and 421,000 square miles of territory, 
nearly one-fifth of the United States, is 
practically a stranger to us on account of 
the hoggish action of southern railroads. 
This discrimination is two-edged—it shuts 
Chicago out of this great territory and it 
prevents that stimulation of the southern 
markets which undoubtedly would ensue if 
Chicago had access to it.”

The Saltan Drowns His Victims in the 
Waters of the Bosphorus. 


HORRIBLE NIGHT MURDERS. 


Offending Harem Wives Wrapped in 
Sacks and Beaten with Oars as 
They Rise to the Surface.

_ Along Europe’s most terrible stream, the 
Bosphorus, flowing dark, deep and swift 
from the Black sea past the gilded mina- 
rets of Constantinople, there is one dread 
ribbon through its entire length Known 
as the “Devil’s Current.’? With incon- 
ceivable rapidity the water rushes madly 
down to the Mediterranean, leaving far be- 
hind, as a king of racers distances his 
fleetest runners, the flying currents on 
either side, Reddened with tragedy ‘this 
ribbon of water has long been the scene 
of the most. Gastardly, cowardly and al- 
ways silent crimes of the world. It has 
been the pet of successive sultans, the 
shifty stage of Turkey’s bloodiest dramas. 

The okien Horn, that famous, broad- 
bosomed harbor of the nearby orient, di- 
vides Constantinople, or Istamboul, a% the 
Greek church called the historic metropo- 
lis, into two sections. Two bridges of 
iron bind together the two halves of the 
sultan’s town. To the northeast.is Pera, 
the foreign quarter, the city, as good Mus- 
sulmans term it, of the Franks. Across 
the Horn is Moslemdom, properly Stam- 
boul, and on the great rounded point where 
Horn and Bosphorus meet are the many 
palaces of his majesty, the Padishah Ab- 
dul Hamid, sultan, among them his seraglio 
of white and gold, that vast harem at 
which the entire civilized werld looks 
askance. Most promising of all, survival 
of the old- church of Byzantium, though 
now Mahomet’s temple, the golden mina- 
rets of the mosque of St. Sophia, visible 
far away on the Hosphorus, glitter at «ven- 
tide from the rays of the setting sun. 

Seraglio Point, on whose shores Ecin 
and Bosphorus minglie their waters, is 
but a few rods distant from the ‘Devil's 
Current,” whih at this point nears the 
land, as if by some dread design. In the 
dead of night, its waters Ht only by the 
pale stars, time and again swift, long 
black caiques have glided out. with muffled 
oars pulled by black-yarbed servants bent 
on their master’s cruel bidding. Here 
crimes of a horror that it is nard to , ‘cture 
have been perpetrated u..witnessed. Piush, 
down in the deep, dark waters, struggl'ng 
but voiceless, unwept, uncoffined and un- 
sung, form after form has gone to death 
because of the caprice or hatred of the 
fretful, dark-eyed man in the palace on 
the height. 


Red with Innocent Blood. 

More corpses of men and women this 
grim current has borne upon its breast 
than any other stream in all the regions 
of the globe. As a watery cemetery cf 
slaughtered innocence has been its history. 
All who have sank into its tide of death 
will never be known, but the ghastly whims 
of the commander of the faithful have

They have 
enjoyable times within the four walls of 
the harem, where many entertamments 
are given, and in the palace grounds is

REV. MR. SATTERLEE ELECTED. 


It Was on the Fourth Ballot and He 


Received Forty-Five Votes. 

Washington, December 6.—The Episcopal 
diocesan convention of the new diocese of 
Washington today, on the fourth ballot, 
elected as bishop Rev. E. Y. Satterlee, of 
Calvary church, New York. He received 
45 votes out of a total of 63. 

Rev. Dr. McKim, one of the candidates, 
moved: to make Dr. Satterlee’s election 
unanimous, which was done. The salary of 
the bishop has been fixed at $5,000 without 
residence. The new bishop is not regarded 
as belonging to either section of the two 
divisions into which the Episcopal church 
is popularly plivided. Though he succeeded 
in the rectorship of Calvary church, New 
York, the Rev. Dr. Washburn, the ac- 
knowledged leader of the so-called ‘‘broad 
church’’ party, his ministrations have been 
equally acceptable to those holding diverg- 
ent views of church polity. He was born in 
the city of New York on the Iith day of 


‘January, 1843, and was graduated at Colum- 


bia in 1865, and at the General Theological 
seminary ot New York three years later. 
The same year he was ordained deacon in 
the Protestant Episcopal church and in 1867 
Was made priest. From 1870 to 1875 he was 
assistant rector of the Episcopal church at 
Wappinger Falls, N, Y., and from 1875 to 
1882 was its rector. In the latter year he 
was placed in charge of Calvary church in 
New York city and has been its rector ever 
since. He is quite a voluminous writer and 
an energetic speaker. 

Prior to the election of the bishop today 
the Episcopal convention unanimously 
adopted the following resolution of sympa- 
thy with the Armenians: 

‘‘Resolved, That this primary convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal church in the 
diocese of Washington extend to the Arme- 
nians in European and Asiatic Turkey their 
profound sympathy in the fearful persecu- 
tions through which they are now passing 
and that the parish in the new diocese be 
requested to make a voluntary collection 
to be given to the Armenian committee in 
New York. 

As originally proposed, the resolutions 
called upon congress to use its fullest pow- 
ers to secure to American missionaries and 
civilians in Turkey the most rigid security 
and: protection to person and property. 

Many delegates considered this a reflection 
on President Cleveland and it was speedily 
modified by the substitution of the words 
“executive authority of the government” 
instead of “‘congress.”

Mrs. Alexander Still Quite Low—Cases 
in Court. 

Rome, GCa,, December 6.—({Special.)—Mrs. 
Sallie Alexander, wife of.Colonel Thomas 
M. Alexander, is still quite ill, to the re- 
gret of her many friends in Kome. Her 
physicians express small hopes of her re- 
covery. 

Dr. H, V. M. Miller and her son, Mr. 
Hcoper Alcxander, have been here for 
Several days in attendance at her bedside. 
She is a lady greatly beloved by all who 
krow her. She graduated as a member of 
the first graduating class of the old Cass- 
ville Female college, taking first honor. 

Her father was Hon. John W. Hooper, 
one of the most prominent superior court 
judges in the state, and after his death 
she became the ward of Dr. Miller, who 
loved her as his own child. 

She is descended from a line of distin- 
guished ancestry and is one of the charter 
members of Xavier chapter of Daugnters 
of the American Revolution, and has just 
been re-elected for a second term as vice 
regent. 

Her children are Mr. Hooper Alexander, 
of Atlanta; Mrs. Peggues, of Chicago, and 
Mrs. J. A. Rounsavills and Mrs. Will King, 
of this city. She has been prominent in 
évery public movement for the betterment 
of society and is a lady of broad benevo- 
lence and liberal charity. Her Serious ill-

Master and Slave. 

A case occurred in police court today 
which was a fine illustration of the tender 
relations existing between master and 
slave under the old regime. 

When the late Hon. John W. Luner made 
his will he bequeathed to Sol Turner, a 
favorite and faithful old servant, a small 
tract of farm land for his own use as long 
as he lived. 

This year Uncle Sol made a crop of 
cotton on the land and brought it to town, 
and with a young negro, disposed of it. 
Meanwhile a wrangle had gotten up among 
the legatees and ore of them who, in the 
division of the property, had fallen heir 
to the tract given to the old servant, had 
him arrested for selling cotton that did 
not belong to him. 

The case came up before Justice Harris 
and after hearing the evidence he decided 
that the old negro had a perfect right to 
dispose of the crop made on the land and 
that his life tenure was valid. He further 
decided that the legatee, who brought the 
suit, Was a tenant of the old man, in fact, 
and that the latter had the prior right of 
possession cf the property and dismisscd 
the Warrant 

The Question Settled. 


The question of ownership of the old flag 
found by Colonel Coverdsle some days 
ago has been satisfactorily settled. Mr. 
Haisted Smith sent it to Captain Rode- 
well, of the Oglethorpe Light Infantry, 
at Savannah, but as soon as the latter re- 
ceived it he saw that it was not the flag 
of his company. 

So he forwarded it to Captain Spaldinz 
Pain, of Waycross, who was a member 
of the Ochlocknee Light Infantry, and 
whose wife, a young lady at the time, pre- 
sented it to the company in 1869. 

The mystery as to how it came among 
Colonel Coverdale’s papers in Cincinnatus, 
where it has remained all these years, will 
probably never be cleared up.

Columbus, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)—A 
rather peculiar case was tried in Judge 
Lennard’s court today. It was an action 
brought by William Genoni, an Italian, 
against F. H. Springer to recover the sum 
of $50, which had been placed in the posses- 
sion of the latter as a stake on the recent 
glove contest between Morris and Keough. 
Genoni and another party wagered the sum 
of $50 each on the fight, Genoni betting on 
Keough, while the other gentleman backed 
Morris. . 

The conditions of the wager were put in 
writing, to which both of the wagerers at- 
tached their signature and turned the in- 
strument, together with the $100, over to 
Mr. Springer to hold until the result of 
the contest was decided by the referee. It 
was agreed that the principals should choose 
the referee and that his decision should be 
final. W. H. Preddy was named as referee, 
and it will be remembered that he gave 
the fight to Morris on a foul. 

A strong kick was raised, but it is said 
that all of the bets were paid over to Mor- 
ris’s backers, all of the parties except Ge- 
noni submitting to the referee’s decision. 
Genoni claims that he refused at the time 
to abide by the decision of the referee; 
that he demanded his money of Springer 
before he had paid !{t to the other party, 
and that under the law Springer is respon- 
sible to him for that amount. 

This Springer denies, saying that he paid 
the money according to the contract, which 
he did before any demand was made on him 
by Genoni.

A Highly Interesting Row in a Colored 


Family at Athens 


OVER FIVE LITTLE ORPHANS 


An Appeal to the Court for Possession 
of the Children—Other Athens 
News and Gossip. 


Athens, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)— 
There is at present a decidedly interesting 
little family row going on between two ne- 
gro families in Athens. 

And the issue in question is the posses- 
sion and guardianship of five penniless lit- 
tle orphan negroes. 

It seems that Peter Hunter and his wife 
died, leaving five small children, ‘The 
mother of the dead man is named Ransom, 
and the mother of the dead woman is nam- 
ed Ford. Now, the Ford negro is in posses- 
sion of the children and the Ransom ne- 
gro asserts that they belong to her, on ac- 
count of their father having been their legal 


protector. 

This state of affairs has stirred up bitter 
feeling, and has almost reached the point 
of personal encounter. Judge Herrington 
has been appealed to and has put the chil- 
dren temporarily under the control of the 
Ford negro, wha has applied for letters of 
guardianship, The whole affair will wind 
up in an interesting trial before Ordinary 
Herrington. The peculiar feature of the 
case is that the children are all small and 
have nothing in the world.

THE BOY TALKS. 


Adolphus Says Mrs. Owens’s Story of His 
Shooting Is Practically Correct. 


IN A CRITICAL CONDITION 


Doctors Are Working Hard To Save 
the Young Man’s Life—Warrant 
Against Mrs. Owens. 


Young Jake Adolphus, who was shot by 
Mrs. Owens Wednesday night, was some- 
what improved yesterday, although he is 
still dangerously ill. Very little hope is 
entertained for his recovery. 

Adolphus is attended by several physi- 
cians and every effort is being made to 
bring him around. He is conscious and was 
able to talk about the shooting yesterday. 
His account of it is substantially the same 
as that of Mrs. Owens. 

Adolphus denies that he insulted Mrs. 
Owens any more than he has admitted to. 
He claims that he and the woman have 
been friends for some time. 

Sheriff Barnes has taken the case in 
charge and he is having a thorough investi- 
gation made of it. Mrs. Owens has not 
been arrested on account of her delicate 
condition, but she is under surveillance and 
an officer will remain in close proximity 
until the result of Adolphus’s wounds is 
definitely known. 

Adolphus’s brother, Augustus Adolphus, 
went before Justice of the Peace Poole 
yesterday and swore out a warrant for 
Mrs. Owens, charging her with assault 
with intent to murder. The warrant was 
placed in the hands of the sheriff and it 
will be served if the circumstances seem 
to warrant such action when a complete 
investigation is made and it is seen whether 
Adolphus will live. 

Sheriff Barnes intends advising with 
Judge Clark as to the proper steps to be 
taken. He has ordered the Owens house 
watched in the meantime. He does not de- 
sire to remove Mrs. Owens to jail in her 
present condition, and is not likely to do 
so unless such a step is considered neces- 
sary. Mrs. Owen fs confined to her bed and 
it is feared that her removal would result 
fatally for her. 

In the event that Adolphus should die an- 
other warrant will be sworn aout, charging 
Mrs. Owens with murder. She admits the 
shooting and says that she has nothing to 
regret. 

Should the affair be investigated in the 
courts some sensational developments are 
expected. It is claimed that Adolphus’s 
side of the case will throw another light on 
the matter. Adolphus’s friends and rela- 
tives declare it their purpoe to prosecute 
Mrs. Owens to the full extent of the law. 
They claim that the shooting was done 
without the slightest provocation. 

Adolphus is about ten years the junior of 
Mrs. Owens, but the two have been good 
friends in recent months, it is said. They 
live near each other and Adolphus has been 
a frequent visitor to the Owens house. 


THE HIRE OF CONVICTS. 


There Is Strong Opposition to Two 
Bills That Have Passed the Senate. 


There is going to be a cons.derable con- 
test over the passage of two bills now be- 
fore the house which have come from 
the senate. One of them, senate bill No. 
231, repeals the proviso now in force as 
part of section 4310 of the code. 

This section of the code is one fixing 
the punishment for all misdemeanors, and 
the proviso therein is as follows: 

“Provided that nothing herein contained 
shall authorize the giving the controi ofr 
convicts to private persons, or thefr em- 
ployment by the county authorities in 
such mechanical pursuits as will bring 
the products of their labor into competi- 
tion with the products of free labor.’’ 
The other, senate bill No. 257, is for the 
purpose of authorizing counties having no 
chaingang to hire their convicts to pri- 
vate individuals. 


These bills have both passed the senate | 


without any objection being raised and in 
fact without attracting any attention. It 
is claimed on behalf of those supporting 
these measures that they will simply leg- 
alize what has been practiced heretofore 
and that they will enable the officers of 
courts to have wider market for the leas- 
ing of these convicts and thus enable them 
to collect their insolvent costs. 

Those opposed to these measures base 
their opposition upon numerous grounds. 

It is claimed: 

‘1. That the fact that the existing law 
against hiring convicts to private indi- 
viduals has been continuously violated is 
no more reason for its repeal than any 
other law which has been violated. {fn 
other words, that if the violaton of a 
law is a test that all ‘the statutes against 
crime would be repealed. 

‘2. That it is a great wrong to the state 
to increase the scope of leasing out con- 
victs to provide tndividuals and thus 
bring the state into greater disrepute on 
this score. 

“3. That it is a great wrong to the free 
laborers of the state to put the convicts 
in direct competition with them. 

“4. It is a great wrong to pass any law 
which will lessen the number of con- 
victs engaged in building good roads over 
the state and that on the contrary all the 
convicts should be put to building like 
public improvements. 

“5. That it is a great wrong to the con- 
victs themselves to lease them out to 
private individuals and thus put them into 
involuntary slavery and subject them to 
the mistreatment arising out of individual 
greed and averice.’’ 

It is claimed by the opponents to this 
bill that the state is now laboring under 
great humiliation from the manner in 
which her convicts leased out to private 
individuals have been treated and the 
recent message of the governor is quoted 
to emphasize the fact that it has be- 
come a crying shame in Georgia. 

It ts clamed that in counties where 
public chaingangs are organized and the 
convicts are being worked upon the roads 
and public highways of the counties prop- 
er provisions have been made and that in 
such chaingangs, While the convicts are 
made to work, their work does not come 
into competition ‘with free labor and 
the convicts are humanely treated. All 
parties agree that the bill suggested by 
the governor’s message should be passed, 
and that the chaingangs should be put 
under inspection of the principal Keeper 
of the penitentiary, and that all proper 
steps should be taken to see that the 
laws are enforced and the convicts hu- 
manely treated. 

These bills are now before the pentten- 
tiary committee, of which Mr. Reagan, 
of Henry, is chairman, and there will 
likely be a lively contest both before the 
committee and in the houge.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


Chicago Tribune: The president in his 
message recognizes that the sympathies 
of the American people are with the Cuban 
insurgents. He recognizes that the Span- 
jards have waged a cruel and savage 
war. He recognizes that the United States 
government has faithfully maintained all 
its international obligations. While he was 
recognizing so —- other things, why 
could he not also have recognized that 
the people of this country are almost a 
unit in their wish that the belligerent 
rights of the insurgents might be recog- 
nized, not alone because Spain recognized 
the confederates in our own civil war for- 
ty days after the first shot was fired and 
maintained their belligerent rights to the 
close of the war, but also because the 
Cuban insurgents are fighting for freedom 
from centuries of tyranny, because they 
have had an army in the field for many 
months, because they have organized a 
civil government, and because they are 
in possession of two-thirds of the island. 
They ‘have nobly earned recognition as 
men carrying on war, but the president is 
silent! Now let congress speak. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: Mr. Cieve- 
land’s plan is one that would benefit the 
banks, the capitalists and the possessors 
of fixed incomes, but would strike a se- 
rious blow to those who owe money, [fo 
the taxpayers and the producers. It would 
be a check on industry and prevent the 
establishment of new factories and serve 
as a general obstacle to all progress. 

There is, however, no probability that 
his recommendations will be adopted. They 
would increase the indebtedness of the 
people and the burden of taxation; they 
would bear hard on every producer, and 
it is by no means certain that they would 
have the effect he claims for them or offer 
a solution of the present difficulties. Mr. 
Cleveland, indeed, has failed to show by 
comparison with other coumtries that the 
plan would benefit us. 

The people know all this, and are not 
likely to . misled by words. The great 
majority of the democrats are opposed to 
Mr. Cleveland on the financial question, 
and have been op to him for some 
time. Even the administrationists are not 
with him on this point of the retirement 
of greenbacks and the issue of more bonds 
He will have very little following from 
his own party. His message ts probably 
an attempt to vindicate his financial policy 
before the country to show that he is not 
responsible for the present crisis. It can 
at best be regarded only as an apology.

In their flaming red shirts and big fire 
hats the old time fire fighters alighted from 
their handsome special cars and were 
warmly greeted by a delegation from the 
Atlanta fire department, headed by Cap 
Joyner. 

The old-timers have long since passed 
their age of agility, but it was with a 
quick, lively step that they set foot on At- 
lanta soil. None of the vets are under sixty 
years old, but most of them still move 
about as they did in their palmy days. 

The veteran firemen came down at the 
invitation of Cap Joyner. While in the city 
they will be looked after by Atlanta’s chief 
and his men, who will see to it that the 
“‘boys’”’ are not slighted. The city has been 
turned over to ex-volunteer fire fighters 
and if the fire record of the past two days 
keeps up Cap Joyner hopes to have an 
opportunity to give each of the visitors a 
ride in his little red wagon in active ser- 
vice, 

The Veteran Firemen were met as stated 
and escorted to the Hotel Granite, where 
they were given the best to be had. The 
day was spent in rest and sight seeing and 
the vets will appear fresh as daisies when 
they line up to take part in the monster 
Maryland day parade this morning. They 


) will appear in uniform—red shirts, big hel- 


mets and long coats. 

The association brought along their fa- 
mous little hose wagon and it will be drawn 
through the streets today by the old- 
timers. The wagon cost over $3,500 and it 
is one of the handsomest vehicles of the 
kind ever made. The wagon is gold and 
silver-plated and when brought out in the 
bright sunlight this morning it is certain to 
vie in the admiration of the people With 
Cap Joyner’s famous red wagon. 


When It Was Organized. 

The Baltimore Veteran Firemen’s As- 
sociation was organized in the sixties. Its 
membership includes some of the most 
prominent men. of Baltimore—men who 
fought fires when the city was young. The 
roll of the association bears the names of 
about 150 men who saw service in the old 
volunteer fire department of Baltimore and 
the fire fighters still retain the popularity in 
the Maryland metropolis which they en- 
joyed long ago. 

The Baltimore fire department was made 
a paid one in 1859 and it was some time 
after that when the present association of 
veteran volunteer firemen was organized. 
The organization now includes nearly all 
of the living volunteers and as the ranks 
decrease the vets become more popular in 
Baltimore by reason of the great service and 
work performed for the city gratis. The 
volunteer department was first organized 
in 1768 and from that time until 1859 the 
city was protected by it. 

The association is an independent one. It 
was organized for social and benevolent 
purposes and the old vets have found it 
invaiuable in keeping together the old 
time fire fighters. The association has a 
beneficiary department and a handsome 
suite of clubrooms.

The association came down in charge of 
Major E. Sickles, second vice president. 
The major is one of the’most prominent 
members of the association and under his 
guidance the trip was made without a jar.

Cincinnati in Atlanta. 
From The Cincinnati Gazette. 

Cincinnati greets today Atlanta. Not as 
once she greeted her—not with an army 
with banners, not with the hoarse music 
of drum and fife, and the great roar of 
cannon. She comes panoplied in peace, 
with the right hand of good fellowship ex- 
tended, declaring amity, good will and 
abiding trust. 

Over and over again, we have asked the 
question—What was the use, what the pur- 
pose of the war, if, the union restored, the 
union was to be a union in name only? 
A discordant union, a union of hostile and 
bitter states—why, the sacrifice of blood 
and treasure was not worth while, was 
wasted, and worse than wasted. Pe 

No city in the north suffered more dur- 
ing the war than did Cincinnati. It was 
on the border-land of conflict. It had 
close sympathy with the south. Wendell 
Phillips. was stoned here. If anti-slavery 
feeling ran high, so did feeling for the 
south. When war came, the trade, cem- 
merce, business of the city suffered. The 
growth of the town was hindered. Chica- 
go and New York, were they not far re- 
moved from the scene of conicfit? It waged 
and roared at the doors of Cincinnati. 

How can one help recalling these things 
as he sees the invasion of Atlanta today 
by the enterprise, the wealth, the energy 
of Cincinnati? How can he help feeling 
grateful to God, grateful to the 
tremendous and swift developments 
of modern progress that have made 
such an excursion as we see today, not only 
natural, but imperative? For generations 
the bitterness engendered by the wars of 
the roses lingered in England. One gen- 
eration—less than one generation—has seen 
north and south, in this country, cemented 
in a union closer, warmer, more frater- 
nal than union ever was before the war. 
They in the south have had most to for- 
get—and they have forgotten. Property 
gone, lands devastated, careers blighted, 
they have taken up the new life, and 
they have won a success that is marvelous. 
Atlanta destroyed is rebuilt, and fvll of 
indomitable energy, she greets Cincinnati 
today with an enthusiasm and hope, born 
of the consciousness of common aims 
and a common destiny. 

As one looks over history, he comes 
across no reconciliation, no cementing of 
bonis like unto this we see today.

Neighborhood, state interests are merged 
in the welfare of all states, all the states 
together. Atlanta is only eighteen hours 
away—and in these days, when we measure 
distance by hours instead of miles, she be- 
comes our near and close neighbor. It is 
the first time Cincinnati has had a’chance 
to show Atlanta how greatly she admires 
her pluck, courage, hope, faith. We are 
doing it todey, and the thousands that 
are in the beautiful city of the south speak

The Call for the Conference. 
The following is the call for this national 


conference: 

“We, the undersigned advocates of re- 
form, viewing with anxious concern the 
many evils of the day, unite in a call for 
a national Christian conference to be held 
at the city of Atlanta, Ga., December 18th 
and 19th, 1895. 

‘Crime and lawlessness are abroad in 
the land; Sabbath desecration is great and 
growing: laws for the suppression of blas- 
phemy, gambling and other vices are fre- 
quently and shamelessly violafed; in many 
cities and in many whole states the Bible 
has been banished from the public schools; 
in the United States there are more than 
forty different sets of divorce laws; the 
seventh and eighth commandments and 
other precepts of the Decalogue are con- 
stantly broken; the people of the United 
States alone squander over $1,000,000,000 for 
liquor in a year, while the liquor traffic, 
causing a large proportion of the crime 
and suffering, is annually killing 100,000 
of our citizens; and the army of the des- 
titute and the ranks of the unemployed 
are continually growing. 

“Viewing also the bribery and corrup- 
tion in politics; remembering the disgrace- 
ful acts and riotous scenes in some of the 
state legislatures of 1895, and the shameful 
closing hours of the fifty-third congress;

Views of Leading Democrats. 

At last, if we are to believe the state- 
ments of democratic leaders in Wash- 
ington, Mr. Cleveland has mun headlong 
against the barrier of democracy. These 
democratic leaders make no bones of 
Saying that they are both astonished 
and grieved to find a president elected 
by democratic votes on a democratic 
platform running counter to the teach- 
ings of his party. 

Judge Crisp, in response to questions 

by a New York newspaper correspond- 
ent, said that he “heard with some sur- 
prise and great regret that part of the 
message relating to our finances.” And 
he adds: “That relief is needed no one 
doubts. That it can be found in the 
direction indicated in the message I do 
not believe. The president makes as 
strong an argument as can be made in 
favor of the single gold standard, but I 
do not think he fairly states the case.’ 
He assumes throughout his message 
that our obligations are payable in gold. 
There is no law on the statute book 
justifying this assumption. All bonds, 
treasury notes and other obligations of 
the United States are payable in coin— 
that is, gold and silver at the present 
standard of weight and fineness—and 
if the treasury would exercise the option 
which the law and contracts give of 
paying in those metals most convenient 
to it our difficulties would be less. 
“IT am opposed to the retirement of 
greenbacks and Sherman - notes, because 
it would ruinously contract our curren- 
cy. Neither can I approve the proposi- 
tions recommended to enlarge the privi- 
leges of the national banks. I have no 
doubt the president honestly believes 
he is right, and I know I as honestly 
believe he is wrong.” 

It will be observed that Judge Crisp, 
who is the leader of the democratic 
party in congress, opposes facts to the 
theories which Mr. Cleveland advances. 
The president assumes, without any 
warrant in law, but simply for the pur- 
pose of pandering to the demands of the 
piutocrats, that eur obligations are pay- 
able in gold. Judge Crisp, sticking to 
the letter and spirit of the law, shows 
that they are payable in coin—that is to 
say, either gold or silver of the present 
weight and fineness. 

If the president had insisted on car- 
rying out the law we should have had 
no bond issues, for the bondholders who 
control the available supply of gold 
would never have permitted gold to go 
to a premium. We should have seen a 
combination of metropolitan banks 
powerful enough to control the rates of 
exchange, just as the British syndi- 
cate controlled them for. afew months, 
and not a dollar of our gold would have 


been exported. That the available sup- 
ply of gold can be cornered—that the 
rates of exchange can be controlied—has 
been thoroughly demonstrated by the 
operations of the syndicate which Mr. 
Cleveland paid a profit of $12,000,000 to 
take charge of the people’s treasnry, 

This being so, it is natural to conclude 
that if Mr. Cleveland had carried out the 
law, instead of opening the doors of the 
treasury to the demands of such for- 
eigners as Dootenheifer & Co. and 
Lizard Friers, we should have had no 
exports of gold and no premium on gold 
—the bondholders would have taken care 
of that part of the scheme. 

But it is not only Judge Crisp who is 
tired of the pseudo-democracy. Of all 
men on the continent we find Mr. Calvin 
Brice, of New York and Ohio, complain- 
ing about the statements that he is so 
good as to find in the president’s mes- 
sage. He scouts the idea of the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks and treasury 
notes, and says: 

It is very difficult to believe that the 
president of the United States or any one 
could imagine that it would be possible to 
retire $500,000,000 of the circulation of the 
country within any reasonable time, and 
such an attempt is too unreasonable for the 
people of this couritry to consider. Such a 
contraction of the currency as mentioned 
by Mr. Cleveland would very much disturb 
the delicate balance wheels:of the financial 
world. The passage of any such legislation 
would be impossible, as well as impractica- 
ble. The president, in suggesting the re- 
tirement of the greenbacks and Sherman 
notes, must have\known that the entire 
bedy of free silver men would cpnose such 
legislation and that all of the gold repub- 
licans would oppose the retirement of the 
greenbacks, so that three-fourths of con- 
gress, in both branches, would fizht him. 
Thercfore, what he proposes is something 
he cannot hope or expect to have adopted. 
His message is simply a discussion of the 
firancial question, on which any newspa- 
per writer or any citizen of the country is 
at equal liberty with him or with me te 
speculate. 1 am cone2rned with practical 
questions of practical legislation that can 
be compassed, or that we can reasonably 


expect to be compassed within my term 
ef office 


All this is plain enough, but Mr. 
Brice does mot go to the root of the mat- 
ter. The proposition to retire the green- 
backs and treasury notes is simply a 
proposition te substitute an interest- 
bearing debt for one that not only bears 
, no interest but is employed as money 
and in. that capacity adds to the pros- 
perity of the people. To retire these 
notes and give the national banks the 
right to issue notes would be to nullify 
the victory which Andrew Jackson 
achieved when, with the solid democrat- 
ic party behind him, he demolished the 
national banks and made their practices 
a by-word and a reproach. To Say that 
the democratic party is less democratic 
now than it was in the days of Jackson 
is to ignere its principles and insult its

| commenting on Mr. Cleveland’s mes- 
sage say that it is addressed less to the 
present congress. than to the men who 
will go to the ‘polls in 1896. This may 
be so, but it stands to reagon that a 
republican congress cam be more easily 
controlled by the banks than the people 
who may be expected to vote on the 
question of retiring government money 
and placing all the eurrency issues in 
control of a comparatively few banking 
corporations. 

It is to be observed that many of the 
leading republicans have announced 
their opposition te the retirement of the 
greenbacks. Nevertheless and in spite 
of this we shall see that as soon as the 
banks begin to move in the matter, the 
leading republicans, in order to add to 
their campaign funds, will see a new 
light and many who are now oppesed to 
the retirement of the greenbacks will be 
heartily in favor of it. 

Meanwhile no genuine democrat can 
agree with the financial recommen- 
dations of Mr. Cleveland. The goldbugs 
make much of these things, but the 
goldbugs are not democrats. They are 
the willing or wmwilling tools of the 
money power. The real trouble of the 
treasury Mr. Cleveland dees not touch 
on—namely, the deficit im the revenue; 
but in the most unexpected way he pays 
a tribute to the results of the tariff bill, 
which, when it became a law, he con- 
temptuously refused to sign. 
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An Epoch-Making Event. 

The New York Mail and Express 
says of the blue and gray reunion to be 
held in the metropolis on the 4th of 
July next year: :

Langerman was arrested and convicted 
on the woman’s testimony, and was 
awaiting sentence when her conscience 
seemed to smite her and she went be- 
fore Recorder Goff and confessed that 
she had perjured herself. 

Langerman was in no danger of being 
lynched, but public sentiment ran very 
high against him and if the affair had 
occurred in some parts of the country 
his fate would have been.-sealed. 

Such incidents as this are important 
as showing the part that hysteria plays 
in the administration of justice. Here 
was a young woman, apparently per- 
fectly sane, who, after selling a sub- 
scription book to a man whom she had 
never seen before, goes out and accuses 
him of assault. But for her confession, 
which is spread out at length in the 
New York papers, the man would have 
been sentenced to prison for twenty 
years... 

It seems, according to all accounts, 
that the man was not a model so far as 
his conduct went, and the theory of

MR. INMAN ON BALTIMORE. 


TALKS OF RELATIONS BETWEEN 
THAT CITY AND ATLANTA. 


Says There Has Always Been, Just as 
There Should Be, Friendly Deal- 
ings Between the Two Cities. 


Significant among the many expressions 
of sentiment about the celebration of Mary- 
land day at the exposition is the following 
from Mr. S. M. Inman, of this city, printed 
in the current issue of The Manufacturers’ 
Record at Balimore: 

“The name of Balimore ought to be dear 
to every southern heart. ‘here are ties 
stronger than commercial ties which bind 
the southern people to Baltimore. In the 
dark days of the confederacy, when we 
needed friends, there were none truer than 
the great mass of the people of Baltimore. 

Prisoners from the southern army, refu- 
gees from the devastated sections of the 
south, and in fact every one who by reason 
of being a southerner appealed to the gen- 
erous charity and hospitality of Baltimore 
found a ready response. The soldiers of 
Maryland were among the truest and 
bravest in the southern army, and a Mary- 
lander gave to American song and music 
the immortal lyric, ‘Maryland, My Mary- 
land.’ When the war closed and the people 
of the south, without property or credit, 
appealed to the merchants of Baltimore to 
htiIp them in their poverty, the generous 
hearts of the merchants of Baltimore re- 
sponded and a large portion of our southern 
country was furnished supplies with a very 
little basis of credit except their faith in 
the people who had been their customers 
and friends. This friendship between the 
merchants of the south and the merchants 
of Baltimore has been lasting, and, though 
very little noise is made about it, a thor- 
ough investigation of the amount of busi- 
ness done by Baltimore through the south- 
ern states will be a revelation to those who 
have not studied-the matter carefully. The 
bankers and capitalists of Baltimore have 
poured their money into the channels of 
southern development, and many of the 
railroads and manufacturing enterprises of 
the south have felt the stimulus of this 
assistance, a large number of them being 
actually created by Baltimore capital. At- 
lanta would never have had the great Sea- 
board system, with its splendid equipment 
and efficient service, had it not been for 
Baltimore money and Baltimore men. The 
Macon and Northern, Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery and many other southern 
railroads owe their existence largely to 
Baltimore capital. Just now Aransas Pass, 
one of the finest harbors on the whole 
coast of Texas, and which means the im- 
mense development of southwest Texas, is 
being developed by Baltimore capital.

The Gate City Guard ;Take Back Their 
Guns and Bayonets. 


GOVERNOR ISSUES AN ORDER 


Thirty-Nine Members of the Active 
Company Enlist. 


T 1S TO BE ENTIRELY REORGANIZED 


New Officers To Be Elected and the 
Guard To Be Assigned a Place in 
the State Service. 


Today, with their guns on their shoul- 
ders, the Gate City Guard will march 
through the streets a regular military 
company in the service of the state. 

The Guard have re-enlisted, Thirty nine 
names of the best of the younger and 
active members of the company have been 
filed with Adjutant General John M. Kell. 
A list of the company has also been filed 
with the governor. 

Governor Atkinson has not yet regular- 
ly prepared and signed the enlistment 
papers and assigned the company to its 
place in the militia of the state, but in 
order to provide for the emergency that 
will arise today by reason of the fact 
that the Guard has charge of the ener- 
tainment of the Maryland soldiery and of 
the parade today Governor Atkinson has 
issued a special order allowing the mem- 
bers of the Guard to parade today with 
their guns. 

Thus, the whole exaggerated trouble over 
the failure of the gallant company to re- 
enlist has been amicably and satisfactorily 
settled. The military of the city and the 
state will congratulate the state and the 
Guard that such a satisfactory and grat- 
ifying settlement has been reached. 

‘The Guard will be re-organized under 
the new enlistment. It is expected that the 
regular process through which the enlist- 
ments papers have to go in the governor’s 
and adjutant general’s offices will be pass- 
ed by next week and the company will be 
ready for re-organization, 

It is not known what changes will be 
made in the officering of the Guard or in 
what regiment it will be assigned in the 
state’s service. There will be a new elec- 
tion of officers and it is not improbable 
that all the present officers will be re- 
elected. It is necessary, however, in the 
reorganization of the company that new 
officers be named. 

The Guard will be one of the largest 
companies in the state. Over eighty active 
men will wish to be enlisted, it is thought. 
It may be that the Guard will be separate- 
ly assigned in the state’s service, but of 
course this is all mere speculation. The 
members of the Guard are all pleased with 
the settlement of the matter. They are 
mor? than gratified with the turn of affairs, 

The organization of the old Guard will 
be perpetuated just as it has always been. 
This is one of the most interesting and 
honorable organizations in the city. It is 
composed in part of war heroes who went 
forth to do battle in the service of the 
company, Which made a gallant history 
during the war as the Gate City Guard. 

It is probable that the reorganization 
ef the active company will be completed 
next week. There will very likely be a 
meeting about the middle of the’ week 
when all the details of the mangaement 
of the new company will be completed.

The bands played the same airs and 
throughout the entire parade there was a 
striking similarity. 

She came 
prepared to eclipse all other states and cities 
that had honored the exposition with their 
presence and in this particular the visit 
Was by no means a failure. In fact, nearly 
all of the citizens who composed the delega- 
tion said that Cincinnati had outdone her- 


self and had accomplished more than she. 


supposed she would.

Ohio yesterday. 

The visit of the Queen City has not been 
without significance. Cincinnati stands fore- 
most in the ranks of exposition makers. 
In the city of the great Mississippi valley 
fhe first industrial exposition was inaugu- 
rated. At that time expositions were an 
experiment and it took not only a great 
deal of money, but a very large amount of 
merve on the part of Cincinnati’s citizens to 
launch the enterprise. 

Another thing that has made the visit sig- 
nificant and one of much importance is the 
fact that Cincinnati was one of the first 
cities to recognize the importance of the 
new south and was the first to place her 
capital in the southern states. Cincinnati 
has a right to the trade of the south, for 
ehe expended just $20,000,000 in making a 
highway for the transportation of the com- 
merce and products of a country into which 
other markets had feared to come and ex- 
tend credit. 

All of these things taken into considera- 
tion impresses one that Cincinnati has 
been one of the truest and best friends of 
Jie south and it is, therefore, not astonish- 


fo" ing that she was given a liberal and cor- 


dial reception. The delegation which repre- 
sented Cincinnati at the exposition was 
composed of prominent business men who 
have the best interest of their city at heart. 
They came to see the exposition and At- 
lanta, to examine the city and to become 
better acquainted with Atlantians. 

Mayor Caldwell is a patriot. He loves his 
home ana his people.

“You have here a great and growing 
city,"’ he said, “and the brightest anticipa- 
tions of the people of the south are soon to 
be realized. The past has long since been 
forgotten and hereafter we are all friends 
and brothers.” 

Colonel James Arnold, commander of the 
regiment of which Dr. Henderson is chap- 
lain, was a wearer of the gray. He was 
prominent in many of the bloody fights that 
occurred in the cause of the south, but he 
has buried all ill will in the past and tells 
of a future which shall even surpass the 
present. He is a great admirer of women 
and says that the noble womanhood of the 
south has been one of the potent factors in 
bridging the chasm that once divided the 
north and the south. 

Probably no sentiment received a more 
unanimous indorsement than that proposed 
by Assistant United States Treasurer Ryan, 
when he sad: “Cincinnati and Atlanta, one 
and forever; the United States and her in- 
stitutions against the world.’”’ His words 
were cheered by every man who was in the 
auditorium when they were spoken and it 
Was the sentiment of Cincinnati and Ohio. 

One of the most distinguished members of 
the Ohio delegation to Atlanta was Gener- 
al Samuel F. Carey and the speech of 
General Carey during yesterday’s exer- 
cises was one of the notable features, es- 
pecially when it is considered that the gen- 
eral is in his eighty-second year. 

For his age General Carey is undoubtedly 
one of the most vigorous men in America. 
He is the oldest native citizen of Cincinnati 
and has since the early days of the city 
been a prominent factor in her progress, He 
has a remarkable record in politics. Away 
back as far as 1836 he took the stump in the 
Harrison campaign for the whig candidate 
and it is estimated that he has made con- 
siderable more than ten thousand speeches 
since then. He was a whig and after that 
a republican, leaving that party on the 
Johnson issue. In 1867 he was elected to 
congress as an independent republican from 
the Cincinnati district, defeating Richard 
Smith, then editor of The Cincinnati Ga- 


zette, and succeeding Rutherford B. Hayes. 


He was democratic candidate for Lieuten- 
ant governor of Ohio, with the famous 
Governor “Bill” Allen, and has been promi- 
nent in democratic politics for a number 
of years. General Carey enjoys the distinc- 
tion of having been appointed to a supreme 


judgship before he was twenty-one years 
old. He was an intimate friend of Henry 
Clay and of Tom Corwin, the celebrated 
Ohioan, and is a cousin of Governor Fén- 
ton of New York; of Alice and Phoebe 
Carey, the poets, and a relative of Anna 
Louise Carey. 

In talking of his career as a speaker 
General Carey singles out two occasions 
which he considers remarkable. One of 
these was at Albany during the war when 
he addressed ten thousand people until half 
past 3 o’clock in the morning on the issues 
of the war. The other was during a visit to 
England in 1869 and 1870 in the interest of 
the Temperance National Reform League, 
when he addressed an audience determined 
by card admissions to the Crystal Palace, 
to have numbered 43,234. The general has 
always been prominent in the cause of tem- 
perance, but believes in the moral suasion 
rather than in prohibition. 

The Columbus board of trade party which 
reached Atlanta on TueS8day, returned last 
night to the Ohio capital. This was one of 
the finest excursion parties that has come 
to Atlanta, including, as it did,a number of 
the most prominent business men of Ohio’s 
capital. The party came in special cars and 
made its headquarters while here out near 
the grounds. 

Hon. W. S. Capellar, who made a short 
and exceedingly witty address on Ohio day, 
is one of the most prominent editors of the 
Buckeye state, and is equally prominent as 
a political manager. Your Uncle Billy, as 
the youngsters are beginning to cali him, 
hasn’t much hair on the top of his head, 
but when it comes to political management 
he has the ‘‘get there’’ lick that counts. He 
has been a member of the republican com- 
mittee of Ohio for a number of years and is 


active not only in bringing about the suc-. 


cess of his party, but in aiding his particu- 
lar friends within the party. He is a strong 
Foraker man and believes that Ohio’s ex- 
governor will make his mark in the senate.

Senator McGregor’s Strong Indorse- 
ment of Comptroller General 
Wright. ° 


The bill introduced by Senator Long, of 
the thirtieth district, to provide for a nxed 
compensation for the state insurance com- 
missioner and clerk of the insurance de- 
partment came up before the senate yes- 
terday morning. The bill was to pay the 
insurance commissioner a salary of $1,000 
per year f{nstead of allowing him fees. 

The comptroller generai cf the state, 
Hon. William A. Wright, is by virtue of ais 
oifice state insurance commissioner. 

Senator Long thinks the amount he re- 
ceives in fees is too much for the work 


he has to do as insurance commissioner | 


and introduced a bill to pay him a fixed 

salary of $1,000 in addition to his salary 

of $2,000 a year as comptroller general, 
Some Personalities Enter Into It. 


Yesterday when the bill came up Senatur 
Long secured the floor and said he wanted 
to make a speech, part cf which might be 
considered rather personal, He said he 
intreduced the bill because he thought it 
was right and because Mr. Wright had 
told him personally that he would be satis- 
fied with $1,000 a year. 

Senator Long’s speech was breezy and 
was in the nature of a sensation. He said 
he would conform to the rules of the senate 
in his discussion. 

‘“But,”’ he continued, “I will have to be 
a little personal in discussing this bill, 
because I have been accused by the one it 
affects of desiring to persecute him. I 
desire to say that I introduced the bill to 
persecute no one, but introduced it for the 
benefit of the taxpayers and the insurers 
of Georgia. How can he say that I wished 
to persecute him when he told me that 
$1,000 was enough for the work? 

“Mr. President, the one who unjustly 
accused me of trying to persecute him is 
an officer of the state. 1 do not accuse 
him of lobbying, because I do not desire 
that one of Georgia’s statehouse officers 
be brought up before Fulton county’s grand 
jury. But I do say—and I emphasize it 
with all my power—that he has come upon 
the floor of this house and fought the bili 
with all his might, and that after he in- 
dorsed it in speaking to me. Now, I am 
willing to pay every one a good salary, 
and I think this is enough for the work.” 

Senator Lewis spoke against the bill as 
introduced. He speke in favor of an 
amendment of the finance committee, to 
which the bill was referred, making the 
salary 32,000 ea year. 

“Charley” McGregor’s Speech. 

Senator Mcurezor took up the cudgel in 
behalf of the comptroller in a ringing 
speech. 

‘I donot believe,” said he, ‘“‘that there is 
a senator in the house who believes Sena- 
tor Long is trying to persecute the state 
insurance commissioner. We all accept his 
disclaimer. Lut, Mr. President, the sena- 
tor from the thirtieth, in the ardor and 
fervor of his nature, has said some things 
which he ought not to have said. Whiie 
‘Bill’ Wright needs no defense, I, as a con- 
federate soldier, feel like I ought to say a 
few things. I believe in paying a man like 
Comptroller General Wright a good salary 
because he deserves it. As I have sail, 
though, he needs no defense. If he needed 
defense I would be glad to defend him; if 
he needed defense I would go to the battie- 
felds of Manassas and thé spirits of the 
dead heroes, his comrades buried there, 
would rise and bear witness as to the kind 
of man ‘Bill’ Wright is; (applause.) if he 
needed defense I would go tothe prison van 
where he suffered untold agonies, to John- 
son’s island and to the battlefield where 
he lost his leg. Defend Bijl Wright from 
lobbying! He needs no defense. (Ap- 
plause). And because a few insurance 
companies have to put a few roses around 
his couch to make it easier let us not take 
them. away. I thank God that one confed- 
erate soldier is given a good salary.” 

Mr. McGregor’s eloquent allusions to 
Comptroller Wright’s valor and bravery as 
a soldier were touching. Tears came to the 
eyes of his fellow senators and his re- 
marks were heartily and enthusiastically 
cheered. 

The bill was lost. 

Bills Passed. 

Senator Munro’s bill to amend an act to 
declare the councilmen and aldermen of the 
towns and cities in this state ineligible dur- 
ing their term of office to any other mu- 
nicipal office in said towns and cities, by 
excepting offices which are to be filled by 
appointment of the mayor.

THE HOUSE AT WORK. 


An Appropriation for the Normal and 
Industrial School at Athens. 

The legislature is now getting down to 
work in earnest and it seems that they are 
determined to get through with everything 
that has come up before them. 

Mr. Boynton, chairman of the finance 
committee, moved to reconsider the action 
of the house in passing the pension Dill 
the day before, but this motion was not 
carried. 

The house did the right thing yesterday 
in passing the bill introduced by Mr. Boi- 
feuillet, of Bibb, to appropriate $50,000 to 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial college 
at Milledgeville. The finance committee, 
upon the recommendation of Mr. Boifeuil- 
let, reduced the appropriation to $25,000, 
and this passed the house after a hard 
fight, by a vote of 90 to 62. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Dempsey, of 
Butts, ‘‘to prevent the increase in the 
bonded debts of the state and the raising 
of the interest on the same by repealing 
the act which makes the fund to the State 
university a permant fund,’’ came up on 
third reading. Mr. Dempsey made a strong 
argument tn favor of the bill. He said 
that as the law now stands the excess of 
interest on the bonded debt for fifty years 
would amount to $4,125,000; that the state 
did not owe the State university that 
much and should not be taxed to pgy it. 
The wumiversity already owned $275,000 of 
the bonds of the state and was drawing 
7 per cent interest per annum on it. 

Mr. Mell, of Clarke, spoke very forcibly 
against the bill. He said that all the money 
the university had was given to it and that 
was the only way the university could 
get money. The state simply had to pay 
the interest on money that would never 
be called for. If this measure was passed 
it would prevent any other person from 
making a donation to the university. 

Upon the question the vote stood—yeas, 
$1: nays, 43, and as this was not a consti- 
tutional majority, the bill was declared 
lost. 

Mr. Dempsey then gave the usual notice 
of reconsideration. 

A Practical Illustration.

For Widows. 

Considerable debate was occasioned by 
the bill introduced by Mr. Gaines, of Hall, 
“to authorize and provide for the payment 
of pensions to certain widows of confed- 
erate soldiers and appropriating $20,000 for 
that purpose,”’ 

Speaker Fleming opposed this additional] 
appropriation in a strong speech. 

The bill was amended by striking out the 
sectton making the appropriation. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, made a hard fight 
for the measure, but owing to the small 
house it did not receive the constitutional 
majority and was declared lost, 

House Bills Passed. 

The following bills were read the third 
time and passed: 

To prohibit the manufacture of all kinds 
of spirituous liquors except domestic 
wines in the county of Coweta. 

To pay to the city of Atlanta the state's 
proportion of the expense of paving West 
Cain street. 

To authorize the librarian to have printed 
the Georgia reports from the 77th to the 
83d, inclusively. 

To pay the expenses of the joint commit- 
tee appointed to examine the work of the 
code cmmissioners. 

To authorize the proper county authori- 
ties in the border counties of the state to 
co-operate with the authorities of the ad- 
jacent states in building bridges over run- 
ning streams. . 

The bill to amend an act to carry into 
effect article 3, section 7, paragraph 18, of 
the constitution, in so far as the same re- 
lates to the issuing of and granting cor- 
porate powers, passed the house. 

One Bill Introduced. 

Only one bill was introduced yesterday, 
and that was by Mr. Jenkins, of Putnam, 
“to amend an act to authorize the issu- 
ance of circulating notes to the banks and 
banking institutions of this state.”

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THEY PRESENT THE BILL. 


Merchants Anxious for the Passage of 
the Mileage Bill. 


To the People of Geurgia: Information 
having come to us that the bill before the 
Georgia legislature to require railroads to 
issue one thousand-mile books at 2 cents 
per mile, the passage of which has been pe- 
titioned for by the merchants, farmers, 
fruitgrowers, manufacturers and commer- 
cial travelers from every part of the state, 
and to which we have given our earnest 
support—learning, we say, that this bill 
cannot secure a quorum (only ten out of 
forty members of the railroad committee 
of the house) even to give it respectful con- 
sideration; learning also that the bill is be- 
ing misrepresented as ‘‘a bill for the benetit 
of a few drummers only,” a bill attacking 
the ticket brokers, whose business the su- 
preme court has just declared legal; a bill 
asking concessions not granted by rall- 
roads elsewhere, etc., we deem it right that 
the people of our state should know the 
facts in the case. Following is the text of 
the bill now in the hands of the railroad 
committee of the house: 

“A bill for an act in relation to the sale 
of mileage books by railroads, protecting 
the railroads against the abuse of the same 
and for other purposes. 

“The general assembly of Georgia does 
enact: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted, That every rail- 
road corporation operating in this state, the 
line or lines of which are more than fifty 
miles in length, and which ig authorized 
by the law to charge not more than 3 cents 
per mile, shall issue mileage books entitling 
the holder thereof to travel one thousand 
miles on the line or lines of such railroad, 
for which the corporation may charge a 
sum not to exceed 2 cents per mile. Any 
railroad corporation which shall refuse to 
issue such mileage books for transporta- 
tion shall forfeit $50, to be recovered by the 
party to which such refusal is made; but no 
action can be maintained therefor unless 
commenced within one year after the cause 
of the action. 

“Sec. 2. Be it efiacted, That said mileage 
ticket shall be accepted for railroad fare 
by any railroad company or other party 
controlling or operating the railroad selling 
said mileage book; and that whenever any 
mileage ticket is sold by any railroad com- 
pany, it shall be the duty of said company 
to redeem the unused portion of such mile- 
age ticket when as much as 6 per cent of 
said ticket has been used by the purchaser, 
by paying to the legal holder thereof for 
the number of miles unusued at the same 
price per mile paid for; provided, the legal 
holder of said ticket may present it to any 
agent of the railroad company issuing said 
ticket, who shall receipt said ticket holder 
for the same, and ghall immediately trans- 
mit said ticket to the passenger agent of 
said company, who shall immediately pay 
the same at the rate provided for in this 
section; provided further that said ticket 
is presented within sixty days after ma- 
turity thereof. 

“Sec, 3. This act shall take effect thirty 
days after its passage.”’ 

The facts are: 

1. That any person in Georgia, no matter 
what his business, can obtain a one-thou- 
sand-«mile book at 2 cents per mile if this 
bill passes. It benefits all classes of our 
people. 

2. That such books at such rates are is- 
sued all through the east, north and west, 
among our competitors for business; and 
also that in these states such books are 
good, not only over the railroads issuing 
them, but in some cases over twenty, forty 
and even ninety other railroads. 

3. The Constitution, The Journal, tne 
mewspapers eve ere throughout tne 
south, are dally publishing editorials tell- 
ing us this is the hour of greatest oppor- 
tunity for Georgia and the south W 
should therefore most thoughtfully consid- 
er the acts of corporations and those 
representatives of the people who stand in 
the way of our progress.

BEFORE JUDGE BROYLES. 


TWO MEN WILL BE TRIED FOR 
COUNTERFEITING. 


| Supposed To Belong to a Gang Who 


Have Come To Make Money Out 
of the Exposition. 


The exposition has brought a number of 
lawless characters to Atlanta and among 
these have come a lot of counterfeiters. 

The crowded condition of the city has 
been a temptation to criminal characters 
of every kind. Two men will be tried be- 
fore Commissioner Broyles on the charge 
of passing counterfeit money today. On the 
person of one of these the sum of $200 
in counterfeit money was found. The bills 
were all imitation silver certificates. 

The two men under arrest were caught 
last Thursday night. They gave their 
names as W. M. Senter and M. J. Ford. 
Senter is the man who carried the coun- 
terfeit bills. He was arrested at the post- 
office, having applied for his mail at the 
general delivery. 

A telegram was received several days 
ago from the west stating that a lot of 
counterfeiters were on their way to the 
exposition. These men, it is supposed, he- 
long to this gang. The case will be called 
at 11 o’clock this morning. 


Commissioner Broyles by Messrs. Culber- 
son & Blalock, who managed his case well. 
The facts, however, were against the pris- 
oner and this was made apparent before 
the trial hed proceeded far. 

Raben is wented in the state of Indiara, 
where his frauds are alleged to have been 
committed. A man who answers to his 
description is also wanted in the Buckeye 
State on the same bill of charges. HRaten 
is rather tall and slender with a small 
mustache and dark, sinister eyebrows and 
complexion. According to the testimony 
before Commissioner Broyles he has played 
the pension game successfully in the rural 
districts of Indiana and has brought a 
large number of pensioners to grief. in ad- 
dition to palming himself off as a pension 
agent he has also carried about with him 
a case of spectacles and in some localities 
has pretended to be a physician. He 
has figured in various roles and has passed 
for several men other than himself. 

Several days ago he was in the custody 
of one of the deputy marshals, from whom 
he escaped He was subsequently caught, 
however, on Decatur street by Detective 
Green and Mounted Officer Lanford and 
lodged in jail for safe keeping. 

Yesterday morning at 11 o’clock he was 
brought before Commissioner Broyles for 
trial. The first witness was Henry F. 
Davis, of Clarksburg, Ind., who testified 
that Raben had defrauded him. -The false 
agent came to Clarksburg last September 
and tried to sell him a pair of eyeglasses. 
He also represented himself to be a pen- 
sion agent and made several inquiries. He 
told the witness that he ought to get 
more money from the government and 
promised to get his application through in 
consideration of a small advance. The wit- 
ness gave him $5, after which he went with 
the agent to call upon several other pension 
holders in the neighborhocd. A man by the 
name of ‘Andrews testified that Raben had 
also called on him, but he sized him up 
as a fraud and refused to advance him 
any money. The next witness was D. L. 
Morgan, a pension claim agent, who testi- 
fied that Raben had played a game on the 
people of Decatur county, Indiana, and 
identified the prisoner on trial as the same 
man, Detective Green and Officer’ Sanford 
also testified as to the capture of Raben 
on Decatur etreet. 

Commissioner Broyles, after hearing the 
evidence, decided to put the prisoner under 
a $1,000 bondi. Mr. Culberson, however, 
made a strong plea for reduction and car- 
ried his point to the extent of having it 
changed: to $700. Until the bond {ts pviven 
Raben will remain a prisoner in Fulton 
county jail. If not given in ten days he 
will be sent back to Indiana for imprison- 
ment in that state. The commissioner 
bound him over to the federal court of the 
northern district of Georgia, and Judge 
Newman will remand him to the pruper 
jurisdiction for trial.

Judge Landrum began the hearing of a 
case yesterday against Jacob Marks for 
larceny after trust. 

Marks is the man who was placed in 
charge of the store of J. M. Friend on 
Decatur street as receiver in August, 1894. 

The charge of larceny after trust was pre- 
ferred against Marks by Attorneys Mason 
and Macks, who were attorneys for some 
creditors of J. M. Friend whi had his store 
placed in a receiver’s hands, The charges 
came about this way: 

It seems that Marks, a receiver of 
Friend’s stock or goods, managed the dis- 
posal of the goods in a very unprofitable 
way and at one time, it is said, he came 
very near being removed from the receiv- 
ership. The lawyers, his prosecutors, claim 
that at this time he came to them and 
told them that he didn’t want to be re- 
moved and that if they would not petition 
for his removal he would give them haif 
of his fees as receiver to divide among the 
creditors whom they represented. The law- 
yers, for Marks’s sake, consented to this. . 

About two weeks ago Judge Lumpkin 
granted Marks $300 as compensation for 
his receivership’ service. The lawyers 
came in for half, but Marks did not pay it 
—_ the above charge was brought against

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VAN EPPS TO RESIGN 


Judge of the City Court Will Vacate 
the Judicial Chair, 


NOTICE WAS GIVEN YESTERDAY 


At the Bar Meeting Judge Van Epps 
Announced That He Would Hand 
in His Resignation. 


Judge Howard Van Epps will not serve 
his entire term as judge of the city court. 
This announcement was made by Judge 


Van Epps yesterday afternoon at a meet- 
ing of the Atlanta bar. The courtroom was 
filled with attorneys of the city when the 
meeting was called to order, 

Judge Van Epps said that he had decided 
to resign and would vacate the chair early 
in January. A few days ago Mr. Harry 


M. Reid was appointed by Governor Atkin- 
son to succeed Judge Van Epps. The term 
of Judge Van Epps expires January 19th, 
but as announced yesterday afternoon 
judge Reid will assume the official duties 
of the court before that time. 

As soon as the meeting was called to or- 
der Judge Van Epps said: 

“Gentlemen of the Bar: Judge Berry re- 
quests me to assign no calendar for di- 
vision next week. As the supreme court is 
engaged on the Atlanta circuit it is proba- 
bly inexpedient to keep the first division 
open. However this may be, in view of the 
Change of judges soon to take place I need 
the time left to me to finish up the official 
duties which devolve on me, A number of 
motions for new trials have been argued 
but have not as yet been decided. A num- 
ber are yet to be presented. My term of 
olfice expires January 20th. If I attempt to 
try any jury cases between this and the 
end of my term I will not have time before 
the expiration of the term to hear motions 
for new trials and certify bills of excep- 
tions in these cases. 

“TI think the public interests demand that 
Judge Reid should get control of the jury 
business as early in the January term as 
possible. I have concluded, therefore, to 
tender my resignation to the governor as 
soon as 1 can hear motions for new trials 
and sign bills of exception in cases already 
tried by me, having in view the. purpose of 
letting my successor, if possible, take up 
the jury business on the second Monday 
in January, which is, under the practice of 
this court, the regular order and which will 
obviate any undue delay to litigants. All 
demurrers to pleading which are pending Il 
will leave to my successor as it will be bet- 
ter for him to shape the pleadings in cases 
he will have to try. A few demurrers of 
this sort have been argued before me and 
decision has been rendered. In these cases, 
also, I will pronounce no judgment, but will 
leave the questions raised upon the plead- 
ings to him, since he can order a re-argu- 
ment if he desires it. 

“In making this announcement I trust I 
will be excused for adding a few expres- 
siors of a more personal nature. 

“I desire to thank the members of this 
bar for the uniform courtesy and considera- 
ticn which they have shown me during the 
ten years i have been on this bench, Il 
have received many evidences of contidence 
and affection which have touched me pro- 
foundly. I have tried hard to be impartial 
and just. I have regarded the judicial of- 
fice as a sacred one, and I have been al- 
Ways conscious of a feeling of consecra- 
tion in the search for truth and in reach- 
ing decisions which I have rendered 1 have 
doubtless committed my full share of er- 
rors, but I have regretted them more than 
the litigants who were cast thereby on the 
honorable lawyers who. espoused their 
causes. These have doubtless »een for- 
given me by my generous professional 
brethren, and whatever merits I may have 
disclosed have doubtless received their full 
inaeasure of professional recognition. 

“The present term will adjourn on Fri- 
day, the 16th instant, and the next bar 
meeting will be held on the 7th of Janua- 
ry, 1896. 

Judge Van Epps said he would hear mo- 
tions next weck and no trials. before a jury 
would be entered into. 

The resignation of Judge Van Epps will 
be handed in at the next meeting of the 
bar, on January 7tli, next year. ‘ 

After the remarks of Judge Van Epps 
the meeting adjourned. Judge Van Epps 
has many friends in Atlanta and they join 
the bar in thanking him for his impartial 
and conservative discharge of his duties as 
judge of the city court. 

Mr. Reid is one of Atlanta’s most popular 
and successful lawyers and his friends con- 
gratulate him upon his appointment to suc- 
ceed to the chair made vacant by Judge
